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THE GENOCIDES 
The forthcomlnK l-rlnl of Lhc top nazl war 
crlmlmUa li, like 'lie oltcn.Hus of which Ihcy 
aland aceiLsi'd, iniprfcedeiilfd In history. II is 
logical, tlicii. Unit ihi' IcKul tftlent which pre- 
pared the United Nations' Indictment aealnst 
these infnmous 24 should hftve lound need of 
a new word to dcllne. briefly and with legal 
prccUlon, the nppalUnK crimes for which the 
na'zl leaders are responsible. 

Tlic word genocide, and credit for Its 
coinage goes to tin American professor. Ra- 
phael Lcmkln of Duke iinlvcrfilty. It Is formed 
Irom the Greek "Kenns," which means race 
ir tribe, and the Latin "cldcre," to kill. 

Its first appenrance \a In the third count of 
UtQ Indictment, which states the defendants 
"conducted deliberate and systematic geno- 
cide, viz., the extermination ol racial and na- 
tional groups, against the civilian populations 
of certain occupied territories." 

Perhaps genocide may not seem to carry a 
force appropriate to llie monstrous crimes 
Which It describes. To American ojid English 
earfi. homicide, fratricide, regicide and simi- 
lar Latin derivatives sound calm and imper- 
sonal when set beside the strong Anglo-Sax- 
on of murder and slaughter. 

Murder and slaughter are strong words be- 
cause of association as well as sound. They 
are the common, sudden, Instinctive terms 
for tho act of taking life. Homicide Is a word 
that belongs to the police, the lawyers and 
the Judges. It comes Into use after the ma- 
chinery of arrest, accusation and trial has 
begun to operate. 

So It may be that genocide Is the right 
word lor the situation, after all. The revolt- ^ 
Ing deeds of the nazl mass murderers have 
- brought all the leaders except Hitler and Bor- 
mann before the bar of Justice. The crimes 
are committed, and the criminals have been 
apprehended through history's greatest mili- 
tary operation. The time for righteous ven- 
geance has arrived. 

By ordinary standards tho Justice to bs 
meted out Is highly unusiial. There will bs 
spokesmen for the accu.icd. but there can be 
.. no presumption or any Innocence. The record 
of their Intentions la too clear; tho mute tes- 
timony of their millions of Tlctlms Is too 
damning. So no one doubts that the United 
Nations court will find the nazl war criminals 
guilty formally, as the world has already 
- found them guilty In actuality. 

When tht trial Is over, history may remem- 
ber them as the genocides— the men guilty of 
'■ plotting not only the crime of war, which the 
world so long condoned, but also the ma.ss 
. murder and extermination of a whole race of 
human beings. 
For crimes luch as those no word yet apok- 
, en or written would have sufficed. Now man- 
kind must strive to create a world In which 
the new word genocide need never be used 
again.
